FiTE AMNESTY ACT PASSED. 

The Amnesty Act was signed by 
President Grant on Wednesday, By 
this new Act, the disabilities imposed 
vy the 14th Amendment are removed, 
except those of “Senators and Repre- 
sentives of the 36th and 37th Congress, 
officers in the judicial, military ana 
naval service of the United States, Heads 
of Departments and Foreign Ministers 
of the United States.” 

It is estimated that only about two 
hundred persons are now under ban. 

By this measure, a large number of 
able and distinguished citizens of the 
South, who, by the tyrranny of the Gov. 
ernment, have been excluded from office, 
will be again clegible, and the people 
will be glad of an opportunity to pro- 
,ote and honor them when a suitable 
opportunity shall occur.

The infamous Ku-Klux Act, which 
in effect declares martial law wherever 
the President desires to suspend the 
civil power, Las been extended to the 
4th day of March, 1873, by the United 
States Senate. We have reason to be- 
lieve, however, that the House of Rep- 
resentatives will not concur in this 
great wrong. The purpose ot the 
bill is not to protect the citizens 
in the enjoyment of their rights, but to 
promote the ends &nd aims of Radical- 
ism. 

When Butler proposed a few days 
since in Congress to extend the session 
until November, professedly with the 
view to keep the Ku-Klux law in force, 
Congress by a vote of three to one, 
voted down Butler’s motion.

It cannot be expected that the hand- 
fulof Liberal Republicans in each State 
Will, unaided, have much numerical 
weight in deciding the Presidential elec- 
tion.

Greeley’s Letter of Acceptance—ilts 
Version of the Platform, 

The following 3s Horace Greeley’s 
letter, accepting the nomination for the 
Presidency, tendered him by the Cin- 
cinnati Convention. It is addressed to 
Hon. Carl Schurz and others, Commit- 
tee of correspondence: 

NEw York, May 20. 

GENTLEMEN: I have chosen not to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 3rd inst., until Leould learn how 
the Work of your Convention was re- 
ceived in all parts of our great country, 
and judge whether that work was ap- 
proved and ratified by the mass ot our 
feilow-citizens. Their response has, 
trom day to day, reached me through 
telegrams, letters, and the comments of 
journalists independent Of official pat- 
ronage and indiflerent to the smiles or 
frowns of power. The number and 
character of these unconstrained, un- 
purchased, unsolicited utteranccs, satis- 
fy me that the movement which found 
expression at Cincinnati has received 
the stamp of public approval and been 
hailed by a majority of our countrymen 
as the harbinger of a better day for the 
Republic. 

I do not misinterpret this approval as 
especially complimentary to myself, nor 
even to the chivalrous and justly es— 
teemed gentleman with whose name J 
thank your committee for associatine 
mine. I receive and welcome it as a 
spontaneous and deserved tribute to 
that admirable platform of principles 
wherein your Convention so tersely, so 
lucidly, so forcibly set forth the convic- 
tions which impelled, and the purposes 
which guided its course; a platform 
which, casting behind it the wreck and 
rubbish of worn-out contentions and 
by gone feuds, embodies in fit and few 
words the needs and aspirations of to- 
day. Though thousands stand ready 
fo condemn your every act, hardly a 
syllable of criticism or cayil.has been 
aimed at your p'atiorm, of which the 
substance be fairly epitomized as 
follows : 

First. All the political melts and 
franchises which haye been acquired 
through our late bloody convulsions 
mustand shall be euaranteed, main- 
tained, enjoyed, andjrespected evermore. 

Second, All the political rights and 
franchises have been lost through that 
convulsion should and must be prompt- 
ly restored and reestablished, so that 
there shall be henceforth no prescribed 
class, and no disfranchised caste within 
the limits of our Union, whose long es- 
tranged people shall reunite and frater— 
nize upon the broad basis of universal 
amnesty and impartial suffrage. 

Third. That, subject to our solemn 
constitutiona! obligation tO maintain 
the equal rights of all citizens, our pol- 
icy should aim at Jocal self-government, 
and not at centralization; that the 
civil authority should be supreme over 
military; that the writ of habeas corpus 
should be jealously upheld as the safe- 
guard of personal freedom; that the 
individual citizen should enjoy the 
largest liberty consistent with public 
order, and that there shall be no Fed- 
eral supervision of the internal polity 
of the several States and municipalities, 
but that each shall be left free to enforce 
the rights and promote the well being 
of its inbabitants by suca means as the 
judgment of its own people shall pre- 
scribe. 

Fourth, There shall be a real, and 
net mercly a simulated, reform in the 
civil service of the Republic; to which 
enditis indispensable that the chief 
dispenser of its vast official patronage 
Shall be shielded fzom the main temp- 
tation to use his power selfishly by a 
rule forbidding and preciuding re elce. 
tion; that the raising of revencie, }

Whether by tariff or otherwise. be recog 
nized and treated as the people’s imme 
diate business, to be shaped and direc-

ted by them through their Rspresenta- | 


(ives in Congress, whose action thereon 
the President-must neither overrule by 
his vote, attempt to dictate, nor presume 
to punish, by bestowing office only on 
those who agree with him, or withdraw- 
ing from those who do not. 

Fifth. That the public lands must 
be secredly reserved tor occupation and 
acquisition by cultivators, and not reck 
lessly squandered on the projectors of 
railroads, for which our people have no 
present need, and the premature con 
struction of which is annually plunging 
us into deeper and deeper sabysses ot 
foreign indebtedness, 

Sixth, That the acbievement of 
those purposes of universal beneficcnce 
is expected and sought at the hands of 
all who approve them, irrespective of 
party affiliations. 

Seventh. That the public faith must 
at alltimes be maintained and the na- 
tional credit preserved. 

Eighth. That the patriotic devoted- 
ness and inestimable services of our fel- 
low-citizens, who, as soldiers or sailors, 
upheld the flag and maintained the 
unity of the Republic, shall ever be 
eratefully remembered and honorably 
requited. 

These propositions, so ably and tor- 
cibly presented in the platform of your 
Convention, have already fixed the at— 


tention and commanded the approval of 


a large majority of our countrymen, who 
joyfully adopt them, as I do, as the 
basis of a true, beneficent national re- 
construction ; of a new departure from 
jealousies, strifes, and hates, which have 
no adequate motives, or even a plausi- 
ble pretext, into an atmosphere of 
peace, fraternity, and mutual good-will. 
In vain do the drill sergeants of decay- 
ing organizations flourish menacingly 
their truncheons and angrily insist that 
the files shall be closed and straightened. 
In vain do the whippers-in of parties, 
once vital because rooted in the vital 
needs of the hour, protest against stray- 
ing and bolting, denounce men nowise 
their inferiors as iraitors and renegades, 
and threaten them with infamy and 
ruin. 

I am confident that the American 
people have already made your cause 
their own, fully resolved that their 
brave hearts and strong arms shall bear 
it in triumph. 

In this faith, and with the distinct 
understanding that if elected, I shall be 
the President, not of a party, but of the 
whole people, I acceptyour nomination, 
in the confident trvst that the masses 
of our countrymen, North and South. 
are enger to clasp hands across the 
bloody chasm which has too long divi- 
ded them,forget that they have been ene- 
mies in the joyful consciousness that 
they are, and must henceforth remain, 
brethren.
